as a club secretary for 13 years, Jim Chesters’ unique 
record will live for many years to come. 

James Shepperdly, Heidelberg’s treasurer. joined the 
club in 1932 and played regularly until 1941, when he 
saw war service as a member of an air crew. After 
parachuting to salley when his plane was shot down, 
James rejoined Heidelberg in 1946 and played until 196), 
and he still looks forward to games whenever possible. 
James Shepperdly, who is an accountant by -profession, 
has-been club treasurer since 1948 and he has done a 
great job in this capacity. 

I humbly acknowledge the immense service which 
these men, together with ali the foyal, hard-working 
officials -of all clubs, are making to the progress of 
soccer, the sport to which they are devoted.
